One of the programs at the meet­ 
ing was on the new Texas Driving 
Insurance Plan that will affect automobile 
insurance after August I. The new plan 
while a penalty

I ' go into effect Penalties are added for 
such offenses as DWI and hit and run 
I and for accidents resulting in over $50 
, dam ages where the driver is at fault. 
One of the features of the plan 
! is that all of the penalties paid in a 
|J rating territory are kept in that terri- 
!& tory for the benefit of the safer drivers. 
H The state is divided into 40 territories 
rn with Jones County being in number 26, 
JI called Western Counties. 


The main argument for this part 
J. of the plan is that the better the law 
enforcement is in a territory the more 
the safe motorists will benefit. 


It was pointted out to the publishers 
at the meeting that there will be those 
who will be quite vocal in their protest 
of the new plan because it will raise 
their rates, but it is hoped 
that the 
people who benefit from the plan will 
| also support it in the legislature to keep 
•£' it in effect 
It was also 
pointed out 
G that 
this is probably the only plan 
that will ever work to aid the better 
drivers.
